MICHIGAN AVENUE - OLD CHICAGO ROAD 
HISTORICAL MARKER 


A stone at the intersection of Michigan Avenue and 
Congress Street marks an inportent time in the 
development of Ypsilanti- The laying of the old 
Chicago Trail which is now Michigan Avenue. The 
road extends from Detroit to Chicago and was con- 
etructed when Ypsilanti was woods. , 


The road connected settlements that were being made 
in the Michigan Territory, especially in the South- 
east section. If the territcry were to be developed, 
e road was needed to connect the commercial centers 
so that produce could be carried over it. GQrange 
Risdon was commissioned by Congress to survey the 
route in 1825. He followed an Indian Trail which 
led to the Valley of the Huron River.

The component clubs were the Ladies’ Literary Club, the 
Woman's Club, the Women's Study Club and the Ypsilanti 
.Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

The original name of the ‘Old Chicago Road’ from this point 
east to the city limits was Congress St. and west to the city 
limits was Chicago Avenue. At an election held in 1914, the 
name for both segments was adopted as “iichigan Avenue", 


From “Michigan Pioneer Collection" vol 7, pg 54: 
In 1825 the President was authorized to appoint 
commissioners to survey and mark a road from Detroit 
to Chicago. $3,000 was appropriated for the purpose 
of laying out the road. In 1827 Congress sppropriated 
$20,000 for the construction of this road, providing 
that the whole sum should be expended in the Territory 
of Michigan. The road was deemed important for 
transporting munitions of war, provisions and-troops 
to points farther west. It was also designed to 
connect the East with the West as weil as to open 
to settlement a tract of country which was then an 
almost unbecken wilderness,

Helped Azro clean wheat- Frank, Azro and T. Casey worked on 
Frank's Shop. Mrs. L, Mary, Lizzie and the youngster came. 
Wee Willie got down an Album and my gold specks to look at 
the pictures. 


Went to Town to call on Brother Robert-found him and his 
wife rather downhearted. 


Cold and stormy-too cold to write well-Received fine letter 
from Dr. Inglis. Settled with son, Robert.

Frank kept some money for repairing the stable and paid $63.60 
for the sheep he sold to C. Fletcher. Mr. Martin paid a dollar 
for the use of the horse.

A sore headdche all night and forenoon. Received a letter 
from Prof. Blackie of Edinburgh and one with the picture of 
James Golder who wrote the "Spenticlell". 


St. Patriekscday, a bitter north wind, got a good sleep. 
Mary come beck afoot. Robert went past Azro drawing wheat. 
Belle went to Marys. 


Mary and I went to Detroit and Sister Agnes' and enjoyed a 
grand day with her kind family in her beautiful home. Met 
Brother Frank after a long absence and did not like his 
manner, his pride seemed to overmaster his good sense. 


Was glad to see a pleasant Sabbath after so many stormy days. 
Mr. McCorkel preached about not being justified by the law. 
Elizabeth and Willie stayed with us.

3. The first fine balmy day in a long time. Three went to 
Church in forenoon. Mary and I walked down by moonlight. 


4. Breezy and mild, the great day te vote yes or no for prohib- 
ition, "I will not be there". Mr. C got up at breakfast 
but is weak and weary. 


5. Same-more snow, cold blasts, ice on the water pail, longing 
for spring. Received a letter from Ex G. Begole. (Govenor?) 
Heard the State vote was against prohibition. The Satans 
were more powerful then the pulpits. 


6. Drew out manure alone as I did 40 years ago. Azro took all 
the Hay away that I helped to gather. Not many Christians 
take the spoiling of their goods joyfully. The chain pump 
broke and Robert was kind ensugh to fix it.

LOCAL HISTORIAN SEARCHES FOR UNUSUAL BOOK 


Van Buren Township Historian Cathy Horate ie conducting an area-— 
wide search for a rare book containing Ven Burean Township 

(Wayne County) history, and has asked the readers of "Gleanings" 
to lend an eye to the search. we 


The subject book is entitled HISTORY OF DETROIT AND WAYNE COUNTY 
AND EARLY MICHIGAN - A Chronological cyclopedia of the Past and 
Present, by Siles Farmer. Sut hold it - before you holler "I've 
got it!" and rush to the telephone, she is searching for a very 
special editian-of the book. ; 


According to Cathy, “As Farmer researched his History of Detroit 
and Wayne County (published privately in Detroit in EDD) he 
spent Fortean years collecting autobiographical and genealogical 
histories of thase he considered to be pioneer founders in the 
"“ogut-county" townships around Detroit. Although he used the 
information thus gained in his first volumes, it was not until 
seversl years later that he published the actuel family histories 
in a seperate collection.* 


Although Cathy hae never seen se compliste copy of the additional 
volume, she beliaves it was published between 1890-1896 by the 
Farmer publishing firm in Detroit, and that it can be identified 
easily by the short (one or two peragraph) capsule biographies, 
subdivided by township.
